THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF ANDOVER, IN THE 
CouNTY OF MERRIMACK IN SAID STATE, QUALIFIED TO 
VOTE IN TOWN AFFAIRS: — 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town House in said 
Andover on Tuesday, the Fourteenth Day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for highways and bridges. 

4. ‘To see what sums of money the Town will yote to 
raise and appropriate for permanent repair of highways and 
bridges under the law passed at the January session, 1905. 

5. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Town Library in addition to the 
amount required by law. 

6. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for maintenance of cemeteries. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Twenty-Five Dollars for Memorial purposes, and © 
pay the same to Prescott Jones Post, No. 32, G. A. R. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of Chapter 40, Laws of 1899, and provisions of Chapter 85, 
Laws of 1901, relative to trust funds. 

Goi ao choose a board of three trustees under Chapter 
162, Laws of 1915. | 

10. To see what action the Town will take to provide a 
permanent building for the Library. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to accept a building 
erected by the Carnegie Corporation. 

12. Tosee if the Town will vote to purchase or lease a 
site for a Library, under the above articles, and raise such 
sums as may be necessary.
